Military Governor of Louisiana.— The 
New York Times t* 11a us that the Mm of James 
Robb has been favorably mentioned in high offi- 
cial circles as a proper person to perform the im- 
portant and delicate duties of Military Governor 
of New Orleans. The gentlemen prominent in 
this movement include the strongest in the coun- 
try, and have spontaneously united in the request 
that Mr. Robb be awarded the position. Mr. Robb 
more than twenty-rive years ago settled in New 
Orleans, and as a banker soon acquired not only 
large wealth, but the still greater distinction of 
an honest and public-spirited citizen. To him is 
the South largely indebted for its railroads. Prob- 
ably no gentleman in private life stands higher, 
and no one in the country has a larger share of 
practical wisdom — no one living knows more of 
the material interests and public men of New Or- 
leans and Louisiana. Mr. Robb is a thorough 
lUnionmarj; his sagacity long since anticipated 
the ruin that has overtaken the South from the 
rebellion, and his knowledge of commercial mat- 
ters, North and South, bis line personal mannir*, 
bis popularity, bis determination, all point to him 
as a fit person for the position.

A Female Teamster.— On Friday one cf the 
soldiers, or rather a teamster, attached to one cf 
the Ohio regiments, and who has been confined at 
the hospital in Nashville for a few days with 
measles, was discovered to be a woman. She 
bails from Gallapolis, Ohio, and first joined the 
regular army, when her sex was discovered and 
aba was rejacted. She was then employed as a 
bonse servant at seventy-five cents per week, 
when she engaged as a teamster to an Ohio regi 
ment at twonty-five dollars per month. She is 
represented as about eighteen years old, and made 
rather a handsome boy. She has three brothers 
in the army, but not in the regiment to which sho 
was attached. 



Serioos Accident on tiik Kfntdcky Ckn- 
tral Railroad.— On Friday evening last, as the 
up train from Covington approached the Robin- 
son bridge on tha Kentucky Central railroad, 
some cf the scaffolding surrounding the new 
bridge being constructed was struck bv one of the 
cars, jarring the former so much as to precipitate 
several of the workmen to the ground beneath, a 
distance of nearly if not quite fifty feet. Five of 
the men are severely injured, two it is thought 
fatally, and two, whose names are Thomas Rocac 
and Silas Holmes, were taken to Covington, 
where they reside. 

iWJndge GdO. W. Gist has been appointed Ad 
jutant of the Seventeenth Kentucky Uogimen', 
Col. McHenry's, in the place of F/lward L. Star 
ling resigned. As Lieutenant Colonel of the 
fractional regiment raised among the first in the 
State for Col. Lsonidas Metcalfe, he was with 
Gen. Nelson in his mountain campaign, but the 
regiment was broken up by the consolidation or 
der Of Adjutant General Finnell. In accepting 
an Adjutant's position, Judge Gist has shown that 
he is anxious to serve his country in any capacity. 

Shockihq Tragedy. — A correspondent Inform 
us that John Boyd, an old citizen of Breckinridg' 
county, Ky , mi murdered at bis residence, near 
Hardinsburg, on the 25tb ult. The perpetrators 
of the deed, West, Scott, and Northern, lockvl 
Boyd up in his room, and, after stabbing bim three 
times, beat him to death with a maul. The de- 
ceased was a man fifty- five years of age. Up to 
Friday the assassins had not been apprehended. 

•HT The transport Diana arrived at New Or- 
leans on the 20th of May, from the Parish of St. 
Charles, with five hundred bales of cotton. 



Gkn. Banks' Retreat.— The incidents in up- 
per Virginia which resulted in the retreat of Gen. 
Banks are c;ncisely narrated by the Albany 
Journal. Two or three weiks ago the rebel 
journals were tilled with glowing accounts of a 
greit Victory at McDowell, W, achieved by 
Jackxon t army over what was claimed to have 
be> n the combined forces of Fremont and Bank?. 
Thi->, of cours*, was doubled, and tho War 
Department (for satisfactory reasons, we presume) 
Uft us in ignorance of the truth of the matter. 
Still later despatches by Jackson to the Southern 
papers chimed that ho was in hot pursuit of our 
Hoeing columns, under Gon. Banks. The truth 
fiaally leaked ou', when it was ascertained that 
oa the 8:h ult. the lebels attacked General Mil - 
r jy— who led Fremont s advance — at Boll Pasture 
Mountain, near McDowell; that Gen. Schenck 
midj a rapid forced march from Franklin, thirly- 
f ur miles distant, to relieve him; that tho position 
wssuntenablo in ihe face of the vastly suptrior 
force bruught against it, and they consequently 
fall luck, lighting as they went, arriving at 
Franklin on the 11th. Our force engaged was 
2,268; the rebel strength was estimated at 5,000, 
and 8,fKX) reserve in the rear. The total rebel 
fjree between Staunton and Franklin wasvariout- 
ly estimated at from 20,000 to 40,000. The loss 
on our side was twoniy-eight killed, two hundred 
and twenty- live wounded, and tbroo missing. 
The rebel loss is not known. The position at 
Franklin being a strong one, and the enomy una- 
ble to bring their artillery to bear, they retired 
from before it on the 18th. Qsn. Fremont is now 
in personal command. Franklin is an important 
position between the Shenandoah Mountains and 
the Alleghany, sixty miles southwest of Strasburg 
and forty northwest of Staunton. 

By this movement the rebels succ seded in flank- 
ing Gen. Banks's position between Harrisonburg 
and Staunton (bis advance being, on the 29th 
ult., withia two or three miles of the latter 
place), and be accordingly commenced to fall 
back. On the 9th he was at New Market, twenty 
miles from Harrisonburg, and forty from Staun- 
ton. This movement placed the enemy again in 
his front, New Market being about thirty-five 
miles due east of Franklin. Thus Banks and 
Fremont were enabled to support each other, 
and would probably have driven back the rebel 
army and taken Staunton, which could then have 
been held b)' a comparatively small force. Such 
a consummation would seem eminently desirable, 
as it would have effected the redemption of the 
Shenandoah Valley. For reasons, however, 
deemed sufficient at the War Department, Gen. 
Banks, on the very day that preparations for 
an advance by himself and Fremont were com- 
pleted, was ordered to retire to Strasburg to act 
on the defensive, and to ptutect the railroad. 
At the same time, against the remonstrance 
of Generals Banks and Fremont, General 
Sbields's command was detached, and ordered to 
join Gen. McDowell, in compliance with these 
orders, (Sen. Banks took np his retreat, arriving 
at Strasburg on the lib, the very day the last of 
the enemy left Fremont's front. On his retreat, 
his rear wae continually being harassed by the 
rebels. On the 1 ■ t h Gen. Shields commenced 
his preparation to leave him, in fulfilment of his 
orders, thus reducing the force undor Gen. Banks 
to less than 4,000 men. The natural consequence 
followed. The rebels, seeing a chance to clear the 
valley of the Shenandoah of Federal troops, 
marched in pursuit with a force estimated at from 
15,000 to 20,000 men, with streng artillery and 
cavalry supports. This army comprised the com- 
bined forces of Ewell, Johnson, and Jackson, 
which had effected a j unci i .n on the 15 h, the day 
Shields commenced to move his division towaid 
McDowell's command. 

The first demonstration of the rebels was made 
against Front Riyal, a station on the railroad 
between Manassas Junction and Strasburg, some 
forty-five miles from the former placa and twelve 
from the latter. Here Col. Kenley was posted, 
with his regiment of infantry and two companies 
of the 5th New York cavalry, numbering in all 
perhaps 1,100 men. This force wai attacked on 
Friday Ihe 23J, about noon, by aboot 5,000 cr 
6,000 of the enemy, and of course was compelled 
to fall back on the main army at.Strasburg. The 
whole fotceof the enemy then pursued General 
Banks, whose direct railroad communication with 
Washington they had brokon by the occupation 
of Front Royal, and who was compelled, for this 
reason, as well as from the vastly superior force 
of the enemy, to fall back. Then commenced 
one of the most masterly retreats cf the war, and 
one which should fully justify the claim thatGeu. 
Banks is naturally a practical warrior. Spirited 
engagements occurred at several points between 
Strasburg and Winchester, a distance of eighteen 
miles. 

He endeavored to make a stand at the latter 
place, so gloriously won but three short months 
before, but was again overpowered by superior 
numbers. This engagement took place at early 
dawn Sunday, the 25th, and at 2:40 in the after- 
noon he had arrived at Martinsburg, a distance 
of twenty-two miles, and by 10 o'clock the same 
evening the entire command arrived opposite 
Wi liamsport, Md., thirteen miles distant. A 
portion cf the force was transported across tho 
Potomac, and the army now occupies both Bides 
of the river. The Iocs is not yet known, but Is 
much less than might be reasonably anticipated. 
Here we have a forced march of fifty-three 
miles, thirty-five of which was performed in one 
day, subject to all the disadvantages arising from 
having a superior force in the rear and on either 
hand, and the liability to a panic among soldiers 
and teamsters, and yet scarcely a prisoner is lost, 
and but fifty wagons out of five hundred. 

igTThe Danville Tribune learns by returned 
visitors to Cumberland Gap, that the Federal 
trcops at that point were put in motion on Thurs- 
day last, with their faces southward, eager for the 
expected meeting of the rebels, and fully deter- 
mined to give thorn all that is necessary for a vin- 
dication of the cause which has engaged them. 



Emigration. — The number of emigrants that 
arrived at New York during the past week was 
2,475, making a total since the first of January cf 
17,706. To the same date 1861, 32,118. The 
amount received for communation of passengers 
for the week was $4,962. The balance in the 
bank is $1 5,870 79. 

ifjj-rhe minutes of the Conference of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal church and other official sources 
show that there are 122 clergymen of that body 
In the loyal army.

Sudden Death.— Mrs. Fillen McClolland, a 
very estimable lady who resided at the corner of 
Seventh and Walnut streets, died suddenly on 
Sunday night. She had been subject to disease 
of the heart, but it is supposed her death was 
hastened by the improper use of chloroform. 

Second Tknnksskk Regiment. —J. T. ¥.. 
McLean, of the Western Military Institute, and a 
native of Tennessoe, has boen appointed by 
Governor Johnson to organize the Second lennes- 
see Rigiment. The Nashville Union tajs the 
work Is already progressing finely.

THF FEDERAL UNION AND Tni', 
PARTIES THAT WOULD TEAR 
DOWN ITS TEMPLE.

Having shown the utter futility of tho prin- 
cipal Southern pretext for disorganizing move- 
ments, a glance at the other side) of the ques- 
tion will show that the Northern agitation and 
struggle upon the territorial question was, if 
posteible, still more causeless and absurd. If 
the true interest of the Southern Stales in the 
territorial question was but a rnVwi quantity, 
the interest of the Xorthern States was a 'till 
larqtr minus quantity. The South resolved 
and struggled against that which could do it 
no barm, which was in fact considered by the 
North a beneficiul measure for the whole 
country, and the North, with etill greater fa- 
tuity, battled against tho Southern territorial 
policy, when that policy really tended to en- 
hance the wealth of the North, by improving 
the market for their manufactures, to strength- 
en the Union, and give to the emancipation- 
ists a favorable opportunity of redeeming large 
portions of the African race from servitude by 
extending their occupancy wide ly over all the 
United States Territories west of the Missis- 
sippi. 

Slavery extension, that is, gveatcr freedom 
of locomotion for the uegro, was opposed 
fiercely by abolitionist*. And jet if they do- 
sired to benefit tho negro and moderate the 
rigor of slavery, they could not have acted 
more wisely than to favor the diffusion of 
negro population in the new territories, instead 
of keeping them in greater numbers upon the 
old plantations. And if they expected to in- 
stitute emancipation meaeures in the States, 
what more certain to e ffect their objects than 
to attract a .law population into new Stales 
where the number of slaveholders would to 
insufficient to control the policy? 

The anti-cxtension policy was tho result of 
slanders set afloat by abolitionists against 
Southern society; it was tho product of blind 
prejudice instead of judgment or philanthro- 
py. Its effect was simply to consolidate 
slavery, to irritate slaveholders, to arrest the 
emancipation movements in tho Southern 
States, and to postpone indefinitely all action 
in the South for the advancement of tho ne- 
gro's condition. 

Tho abolition leaders approached tho ques- 
tion not as friends of hnman welfare seeking 
the greatest good of the unfortunate, but as 
bigoted fanatics, who would rather see both 
the black and white races ruined than to see 
their welfare promoted in any other way than 
by their own violent measures. 

Freedom of locomotion for negro 6laves 
they called slavery ei tension, and therefore 
opposed it, as if the amount of slavery was in- 
creased by spreading it over a larger territory. 

They inveighed against the entrance of ne- 
gro slaves in tho Western territories as if there 
was a deadly hatred and utter incompatibility 
between black and white laborers — and the ad- 
mission ol the negro population would abso- 
lutely exclude white emigration. They de- 
manded tho exclusion of Southern men with 
slaves, to give room for Northern men, while 
on the contrary the South demanded nothing 
exclusively, but welcomed emigration from 
any region. The disposition to assume and 
exclude was in its nature insulting and over- 
bearing, and it is not strange that it created 
resentment. The pretext for the whole move- 
ment was false. Northern men are not 6uch 
bigots as to be excluded by the presence of 
■laves They settle throughout the Southern 
States, and if they havo any abolitionism when 
they come, they seldom fail to lose it and to 
fall in love with the people and institutions 
among which they settle. The warmest, the 
most ultra and violent pro slavcry men of tho 
South are men of Northern origin. If the 
North had not furnished a Quitman, Yancey, 
Slidcll, and others, it is doubtful whether we 
should have reached the crisis that is upon us 
now. The shrewdest abolitionists opposed 
slavery extension on this very ground, believ- 
ing that whenever the people of a new State 
had negro slavery in their midst and judged 
from their own observation instead of abolition 
newspapers, sermons, and novels they would be 
apt to decide in favor of the institution. 

Thomas Jefferson in 1820 expressed his 
alarm at the agitation of this question, which 
he regarded as the knell of the Union, and 
made some suggestions in a letter to Mr. 
Holmes, a Congressman from Maine, which 
might have saved us this bitter contest if they 
had been duly appreciated: 

"I bad for a long time ceased to read newspa- 
pers, or pay attention to any public affairs, confi- 
dent they wore in good hands, and content to be a 
passenger in our baik to the shore from which I 
am not far distant. But this momentous question, 
like a lire-bell iu the nigbt, awakened and filled 
me with horror; I considered it at once the knell 
of the Union. It is bushed indeed for the mo- 
men', but this is a reprieve only, not a final sen- 
tence. A geographical. -line, coinciding with a 
marked principle, moral and political, once con- 
csived nnd held np to the angry passions of men, 
will never be obliterated; and every new irrita- 
tion will mark it deeper and deeper. I can Say, 
with conscious truib, that thore is no man em 
earth who would sacrifice more than I would to 
relieve us from this heavv roproacb, in any prac- 
tical way. Of one thing 1 am certain, that as the 
passage of the slaves from one State to another 
would not make a slave of a hnman being who 
would not be ao without it, so the diffusion over a 
greater surface wonld make tbem individually 
happier, and proportionally facilitate the accom- 
plishment of their emancipation, by dividing the 
burthen on a greater number uf coadjutors. 

An abstinence, too, from this act of p iwer 
wonld remove the jealousy excited by tho under- 
taking of Congress to regulate the condition of the 
different descriptions of men composing a State. 
This certainly is an exclusive right of the S ate, 
which nothing in the Constitution has taken from 
them, and given to the General Government. 
Could Congress, for example, >,ay that the non 
freemen cf Connecticut shall bo freemeD, or that 
they shall not emigrate to any other State? 

I regret that I am to die in the belief that 
the useless sacrifice of themselves by Ihe genera- 
tion of 1776, to acquire self-government and hap- 
piness, is to be thrown away by the unwise and 
unworthy passions of their son?, and that my con- 
solation is to be that I live not to weep over it. 
If they would but dispassionately weirjh the bles- 
sings they v.iil throw away, against an abstract 
principle more likolj' to be offected by union than 
secession, they would pause before tbey perpe- 
trate this dreadful act of suicide on themselves, 
and of treason against the hopes of the world.'' 

The blindness with which tho abolitionists 
struggled to confine and consolidate slavery, 
served but to irritate slaveholders against the 
anti-tlavcry policy, and would have resulted in 
the utter ruin of abolitionism and even emanci- 
pationism, had not the opposite party committed 
a etill greater folly. 

The scurrilous war of the abolitionists (at- 
tempting to scold and curse slavery out of ex- 
istence), their efforts in the way of negro 
stealing and plotting insurrections, and 
violent struggles to excludo negroes from 
the territories, succeeded in blasting ut- 
terly all their professed objects— stopping all 
combined emancipation movements in the 
South, excitiig a violent pro-slavery spirit 
which insisted on tho moral excellence of 
slavery, finally maintaining (too Rev. Dr 
Palmer) that the chief miBsion or duty as 
signed by GoJ to tho Southern States was to 
conserve, uphold, and extend, as far as possi 
ble on this continent, the institution of Afri- 
can slavery. Even in communities where 
emancipation and colonization had been advo- 
cated by many, the word abolitionist became 
as opprobrious a term as thi'f, and men began 
openly to advocate a revival of the African 
slave traic. The pro-slavery party, in conse- 
quence of the unwarrantable assaults of the 
abolitionists, advanced for forty years after tho 



Missouri compromise to a more and more com- 
manding position and influence, ruled Presi- 
dential elections and territorial policy, and 
would have controlled the government for all 
timo but for its own lolly. 

The more wily abolitionist.", although blind 
to their own unfortunate follies, could sec dis- 
tinctly the follies of their opponents ami 
chuckled over their coming triumphs. When 
the Missouri Compromise was abolished and 
the pro-slavery struggle commenced with vio- 
lence in Kansas, they rushed to the charge 
with confidence in their ultimate triumph. 

When Southern States resolved that they 
would seccdo rather than submit to territorial 
restriction, "Let them slide'' was the Hopubli- 
can cry, and, with effected incredulity and 
many a grimace and sneers at Union-savers, 
they endeavored to precipitate tho crisis in 
which they saw tho pro-slavery party rushing 
on to destruction. 

Greeley was very willing that the South 
should secede if they desired it — while Gar- 
rison and Paillips rejoiced that their old cry 
Disunion, their abolition creed, was taken up 
at Charleston, and cxtiltingly proclaimed that 
time would soon show that disunion was tho 
trao policy by which abolition should triumph. 
When the Charleston De-mocratic Convention 
broke up, all abolitiondom exulted. When 
secession was accomplished, their joy was un- 
bounded. 

Thus it seems that in our country parties 
fail by their own folly and maiiaoss, but tri- 
nmph by the folly and madness of their op- 
ponents. The abolition party by its blind vio- 
lence prostrated itself and built up its oppo- 
nent* — and now tho pro-slavery party, by its 
territorial struggle and secession madness has 
prostrated itself, and over its prostrate form 
tho abolition parly is dancing in its wild 
saturnalia — revelling in its accidentally gotten 
power and performing acta of folly, fraud, and 
crime which we fervently hope will prostrate 
it forever alongside of its now fallen foe, and 
give room for an honest, conservative, national 
party again to como forward and administer 
the government as it was administered by 
Washington, Jtfl'orson, and flay. 

I. •airi from these facts, oh ye politicians! 
that when ye would drive on your followers 
from one excess and violence to another, you 
are surely running on to your own destruction, 
and that no party can long stand in our coun- 
try which docs not adhere to justice and the 
Constitution. HIMSELF.

AN ORDINANCE 
Regulating the houling of stone on the stree's by 
the employees of the Street Inspector. 

Sec. 1. Beit Ordained by the General Council 
of the City of Ixiuisoille, Tnat it shall be the du- 
ty cf all teamsters in the employ of the city to 
haul not less per each load than eighteon square 
feet (18 !t|. ft.) of broken stone from the Work- 
bonse, that amount weighing two thousand (2,000) 
pound?; and eixteon (16) irpare feet of small pa- 
ving stone, that amount weighing two thousand 
(2,000) pound:; and fifteen (IS) squire feet cf 
large paving stone, that amount woighing two 
thousand (2,000) pounds. 

bee. 2 It shall ba the duty of all tramsters 
hauling stone f r the city In tho Eastern District 
to haul five (5) bads of Bione each par day from 
tho lirst day of May until the first diy of Novem- 
ber, and four (I) loads each per dav from the 
first of November to the first of May, and ono 
less pe.r day in th i Western District. The com- 
pensation to ba paid for each load of stone con- 
rorming to the abjve measurement hauled for 
the city bhall lis as follows: Per each load hauled 
into the Eastern District from the 18th of May 
to the 18*h tf November shell be 45 cents per 
load, and for each in said District from November 
18th to May 18:h shall be 56). cents p ,r each load 
hulled into Ihe Western District from the 18th of 
May to the 18th of November shall be 56% cents, 
and for each load in soid district from November 
18th to Mav 18th shall be 75 cents. 

Sec 3. It shall be the duty of the ijjarryman 
at the Workhouse to measure each cart employed 
on the streets, and report to the Geoetal Council 
at the expiration of eaeh month the measurement 
and number of loads of stone hauled by each. 

Sec 4. It shall be tho duly of tbe Street In- 
spector of each distii:t to employ no on* unless 
he be the owner of a team, or a Rood, faithful, 
arel able bodied driver,lncluding all work for city. 

Sec. 5. No payments shall be allowed any 
driver or owner of team hauling less stone than 
the amount prescribed and set forth in tbe first 
section of this ordinance, and it shall be the duty 
of the Street Inspector of each district, in con- 
junction wiih the j u it v man at tbe wotkhouse, 
to report monthly to the General Conncil the 
number of loads and measurements thereof.

C^-Tha contrasting of tho preservation of 
the Union with the preservation of 6lavery, 
resorted to so unceasingly by the abolitionists 
as a show of justification for the abolition of 
slavery in the states, is the very cream of non- 
sense. It is among the most sonsoless of all 
the senseless abolition fallacies. Tho contrast 
not only does not exist but cannot exist in the 
nature of the case. It involves a flagrant self- 
contradiction. 

Unquestionably the necessary effect of this 
struggle for the preservation of tho Union is 
not only to diminish the number of slaves in 
the country but to weaken the institution of 
slavery itself. This effect is unavoidable, and 
no loyal man amongst us complains of it, nor 
docs any such man wish the strugglo on the 
part of the Government to be relaxed in vigor 
or narrowed in design out of respect to this 
effect. By no means. Whatever detriment 
slavory may receive in this way the loyal men 
of the South will accept without a murmur of 
complaint. They ask no special immunity 
lor the institution. They ask only that it shall 
not be the object of special assault, — that, in 
equivalent terms, it shall not be struck at 
through the acknowledged rights of the states. 

But this tho abolitionists are not willing to 
grant. On the contrary, assuming that the 
preservation of slavery is incompatible with 
the preservation of the Union, they demand 
that tho general government, regardless of 
state rights, shall abolish slavery in the states 
as the means of preserving the Union. They 
demand this . and this the loyal men of the 
South, and tho truly loyal men of the North 
also, oppose as not merely tyrannical but 
suicidal. Thus far reflecting patriots every- 
where contend for the preservation of slavery. 
The patriots of tho South contend no farther. 
This fact is not disputed. Hence, the demand 
of the abolitionists, apart from its villanous 
duplicity, involves, as we have said, a flagrant 
self-contradiction. 

The preservation of slavery, as contended 
for by the loyal men of the South, is simply 
and purely the preservation of the right of 
self-government in the states; in other words, 
it is nothing more or less than tho preser- 
vation of the Union itself, because, if the 
right of self-government in the states should 
be abolished by the general government, the 
Union for which wo aro struggling would not 
exist, and tho Union as it would then exist 
could not be preserved. Therefore, the pre- 
servation of slavery, as contended for by the 
loyal men of the South, is identical with the 
preservation of the Union, instoad of being 
incompatible with it; and to talk of abolishing 
slavery in tho states by tho general govern- 
ment as the means of preserving the Union is 
rs irrational as to talk of cutting out the 
heart of a man in order to save his life, for, 
though slavery is not the heart of the Union, 
the right of self-government in the states is, 
and the abolition of slavery in the states by 
the general government would extinguish that 
vital right. , 

Thus the contrast drawn by the abolitionists 
il absurd. The issue they undertake to raise 
>< impossible in the nature of the case. There 
is and can be no such issue. When, therefore, 
men declare that they are for abolishing slave- 
ry if necessary to preserve the Union, they either 
do not think of what they are saying or they are 
traitors at heart; and, if they aro not reallv 
traitors at heart, they at least give aid and 
comfort to those who are. The declaration i' 
not moral treason is certainly a very culpable 
indiscretion. 

SSy The Richmond Enquirer says that salt 
in that city is two dollars per gallon. It com- 
mands that price throughout the whole South- 
ern Confederacy, and in many places a great 
deal more, and precious little of the article can 
be had at any price. The people have to livo 
upon fresh meat and are continually experi- 
encing fresh disasters. What possibility is 
there of their boing able to cure beef and 
pork? And without doing this how are they 
to subsist ?

Skedaddie. — ThiB word has taken its 
place permanently in the Eiglish language. 
It has all the clement* of perpetuity that 
usually attend the entrance of a foreigner 
into the language, and wo think it likely that | 
thousands of those who use the word will be as 
much surprised in finding that they have been 
talking Greek, as Moliere's Linen draper was, 
when, after his teacher had beat into his dull 
brain the difference between proso and poetry, 
ho found that he had been talking prose all his 
life, without knowing it. Tho primitive of 
skedaddlo is a pure Greek word of great an- 
tiquity. It occurs in Homer, Hesiod, Escby- 
lus, Sophocles, Horodotus, Thucydidos, and 
Zanophon, and it was used to express in Greek 
the very idea that we undertake, in using it, 
to express in English. Homer, in the Iliad, 
usc» only the aorist eskedasa or skedasa. 
Thus in Iliad, 10—171, wo have skedason 
loon for scattering, dispersing. 

In Prometheus, Eschylus thus uses it 
(skeda) in making "the sun disperse the hoar- 
frost of tho morn." And again Prometheus 
uses this word in predicting woes upon Jupi- 
ter, when he says that "a flame more potent 
than the lightning" shall bo "invented, which 
shall (skeda) shiver the ocean-trident, the 
Bpear of Neptune. " 

In the Odyssey, we find Homer using eke- 
dasis, in describing tho scattering of the suitors 
of Penelope, when Ulysses should come, and 
in the twentieth book of tHe Odyssey we have 
the same word used for "tho dispersing of the 
suitors to thoir houses," as the result of the 
return of Ulysses. 

In Thucydides, book iv, SO, we have an ac- 
count of "a garrison at Cotyrta and Aphro- 
disia, which terrified by an attack, a (eskedas- 
menon) scattered crowd." 

At the capture of Torene, in Chalcidice, 
Thucydides describes tho result of the rush of 
Brasidas and bis troops toward the highest 
parts of tho town, and among these results, 
"the rest of the multitude (eskedannunto) scat- 
tered or dispersed in all directions alike." 

In this sense, skedasis is usod by Zanophonin 
the Anabasis, by Piato in tho Timieus, by Ap- 
pollonius of Rhodes, by Hesiod, and by Sopho- 
cles. It is therefore a classic word, and is 
full of expression. We have introduced it into 
the English language as a noun, a verb, a pres- 
ent and past participle One of tho most emi- 
nent of the philologists of our day says: "Words 
convey the mental treasures of one period to 
the generations that follow; and laden with 
this, their precious freight, they sail safely 
across gulfs of time in which empires have suf- 
fered shipwreck, and tho languages of common 
life have sunk into oblivion. " We have 
scarcely altered more the clothing of skedasis 
by the orthographic dressing we have given 
skedaddle than we ordinarily alter the habili- 
ments of ucri vatives. Thus, col-o is the primi- 
tive of colony, agriculture, auscultation, ruri- 
colist, and similar words. Corium is the 
primitive of currier, currycomb, and excoriate 
The word demure iB derived from </e« mccurs 

i 

in which the departure of tho meaning is about 
as wide as that of the orthography. Des mccurs 
expresses in Trench, of good manners. We 
do not use demuro in that sense. Tinsel is 
another example of change of orthography and 
meaning. It comes from etinceUe, which does 
not mean in Trench what we use it for in 
English. Our word idiot is derived from the 
Greek word idiotees, but the Greeks did not 
use the word for imbecility of intellect; they 
applied it to all persons who did net exercise 
their intellect in public affairs. Jeremy Tay- 
lor, quoted by Mr. French, used it in its 
Greek sense when he said, "Humility is a duty 
in great ones as well as in idiots." Our word 
poltroon is derived from the Latin, potiict 
truncus, meaning in the original, one who has 
lost a thumb or deprived himself of a thumb in 
order to avoid military service. A man may 
easily be a poltroon in English, without any 
mutilation of his thumb. Skedaddlo has its 
proper English dress from tho Greek skedasa, 
and tho meaning is precisely the same in both 
languages. 

Liddcll & Scott think that kcaso is tho root 
of the word akedasi6, and the probability is 
strong that it is so, because of its form and 
significance, iu meaning being splitting, shir, 
ering. 

It is evident, therefore, that skedaddle is not 
an interloper into the English language. It 
has an illustrious ancestry, and it expressed iu 
tho uses made of it by tho great masters of tho 
Greek language a shade of thcu£ht not always 
expressed by apparent synonyms. ThiB is its 
office now in the language of America, and 
America must be tho custodian of the English 
language, sinco the Eaglish are largely en- 
gaged in that moral deterioration which Tnu- 
cydides describes as tho fearful work of tho 
Peloponnesian war, when ho says, "tho ordi- 
nary meaning of words was changed by them" 
(those engaged in the war) "as they thought 
propir. For reckless daring was regarded as 
courage that is true to its friends; prudent 
delay as specious cowardice; moderation as a 
cloak for unmanlinoss; being intelligent in 
everything as being useful for nothing. He 
that plotted against another, if successful, was 
reckoned clever; ho that suspected a plot still 
cleverer, but ho that forecasted for escaping 
tho necessity of all such thiugs was regarded 
as one who broke up hia party and was 
afraid of his adversaries. In a word, the man 
was commended who anticipated one going to 
do an evil deed, or who persuaded to it one 
who had no thought of it. Moreover kin- 
dred became a tie less closo than party, became 
the latter was more ready for unscrupulous au- 
dacity. For 6uch associations have nothing to 
do with any benefit from established laws, but 
are formed in opposition to those institutions 
by a Bpirit of rapacity. Again, their mutual 
grounds of confidence they confirmed not bo 
much by any reference to tho divine law as by 
fellowship in some act of lawlessness. As for 
oaths, if in any case exchanged with a view to 
reconciliation, being taken with regard to im- 
mediate necessity, they only held good so long 
as they had resources from no other quarter; but 
he that first, when occasion offered, took cour- 
age to break them, if he saw his enemy off his 
guard, wreaked his vengeance upon him with 
groater pleasure for his confidence than he 
would have dono in an open manner, taking 
into account both the safety of the plan, and 
the fact that by so taking a treacherous advan- 
tage of him he also won a prize for clever- 
ness." There is a full length photograph of 
secessionism, drawn by the sunlight of the 
genius of Thucydidos more than two thousand 
years ago, and England pets the wickedness 
and aids iho moral degradation. 

But to return from this apparent digression. 
Wo think it evident that the word skedaddle 
may be granted the full freedom of the En- 
glish language, and that it is entitled to all 
the honors and usages of adopted citizens in 
tho world of English words. St. Augustine, 
by one stroke of Mb genius, made the word Sal- 
vator a permanent denizen of tho Latin lan- 
guage. Previous to that, the language had no 
word that was an equivalent to the Greek word 
Saviour, and the early Christian writers among 
tho Latins were often in great straits for a word 
expressive of the mission of Jesus Christ. Au- 
gustine made the word Salvator, and said "it 
was not good Latin before the Saviour came; 
but when he c ame, he made it to be 6uch; for as 
shadows follow substance, so words result from 
things," a canon for tho origin of words, that 
etymological history shows to be sound. Ske- 
daddle is the very word needed to express the 
campaigning of the besotted rebels of the 
South; tho word has been adopted as expres- 
sive of tho "last-ditch" thimble-rigging of the 
gasconaders of the great treason. And we re- 
joice to know that tho miserable wretches in 
this city and State who are aiding the rebellion 
by those means of moral deterioration, depict- 
ed in our extract from Thucydides, in which 
the deeds of the loyal are constantly perverted 



is magnified into victorious performances, 
cannot and will not be permitted much 
longer to ply their vocation with impunity. 
Those who pervert words pervert people, and 
those who pervert the people demoralise obe- 
dience to the laws. The ascendency of law- 
ful authority will speedily beget a healthier 
condition of things. 

We wonder if it can be true, as reported, that 
the Federal army has inscribed upnn their ban- 
ner "beau'g and booty " We are loth to believe 
it. lien. Fackenbam gave that mottoas a watch- 
word at New Orleans, to encourage his men; but 
Americans need nn such rallyinrt cry to urije 
them to deeds of valor in support of the Constitu- 
tion — Frankfort Yeoman. 

The Yeoman knows that no such infamous 
motto ever disgraced a banner of the Federal 
army, and when it wondors if it can be true, 
and talks about being "loth to believe it," it 
commits almost as great an outrage as tho 
mendacious Beauregard who first made the 
lying assertion. The Yeoman has evidently 
become emboldened recently by somo secret 
newB and is therefore beginning to aid the se- 
cession cause by hints, innuendoes, and impli- 
cations. It would do more if it dared.

Death of Colonel. Wortiiinotopi. — A corres- 
pondent of tbe Cincinnati Gazette, writing from 
Corinth, says an unfortunate and painful accident 
occurred on the night of the 21st nit , which re- 
sulted in the death of Colonel Tom Worthington, 
r tbe Seventh iowss Infantry.

Soldiers Transferred. — We publish this week 
the convention ordinance transferring the volun- 
teer force of tbo Slate of Mississippi to tbe Con- 
federate States. Much has been said of tbe usur- 
pation of pswer by the conventions of tho States, 
but this is surely the moBt intolerable stretch of 
power yet assumed by any. In Mississippi tbe 
volunteer force was organized at $16 per month 
pay, and were not to be kept out of tbe State 
over ten days. All of these provitions were read 
lo the soldiery bofore thoy were mustered into 
service. Now tho convention assumes to trans- 
fer them, without their consent, to tbe Confeds- 
rate array at *U per month, and Mot le to be 
rent anywhere for tho full term of their enlist- 
ment. 

When the people ask why they have not been 
allowed to decide upon secession, upon the elec- 
tion of provisional tfficers, upon the constitution 
of their country, thev are answered by on 
ominous silenco that they have ceaeod to bo o 
power in the realm.

No 
troop*, have gone from here to Richmond, uoleee 
within th* past two days.

Ueneral Fremont, with a strong column, left 
Franklin last Sunday, and has creased the Shen- 
andoah Mctintainp, marching nearly a hundred 
miles, with little means of transportation and no 
supplies in tbe connlry. This morning, live miles 
from Strasburg, he overlook Jackson in lull re- 
treat, viitb his whole force, on the road frotp Win- 
chester lo Strasburg. Col. Cloeeret, commanding 
the advance brigade, came up'n the enemy strong- 
ly poaled with artillery, which opened as »oon as 
tbe bead of his column appeared. Usn. Fremont 
brvught his main columi rapidly np and formed 
i i line of battle. Jackson declined to fight, and, 
while holding closer in check, with a portion of 
his troops withdrew his main force, and continued 
bis retreat. In the skirmish live of the Eighth 
Virginia and two of the Sixtieth Ohio were 
wounded. Tlie enemy's loss is unknown. Twenty- 
live prisoners were taken by our cavalry.

Information has bsen received at the War De- 
partment thut Fremont has encountered and 
beaten, near Stransburg yesterday morning and 
this morning, a part of Jackson's army, which 
in full retreat Advices from tbe army of the 
Potomac dated this afternoon show do lighting 
to-day. Our advance is considerably ia front if 
thi position occupied, bet ire Saturday's battle. 

Mc'Jlellan s Headchiarterp. 
Juris 2.— Two days of tbe battle of Itichmond 
h-ve been fought, in both of which wo were vic- 
torious. 

The loss on both sides was hsavv. 
The attack commenced at one o'clock Saturday 
by Hill's divisions of five rebel brigades, mostly 
from South Carelina, Virginia, and Ueorgis, at- 
tacking Casey's division near the turnpike lead- 
ing over the Bottom Biidge. This fight waa dis- 
astrous to ps 

Casey's brigade was fo-ced to retreat before su- 
perior numbers, leaving all his camp equipage 
and twelve batteries. Col. Baily, endeavoring lo 
save his batteries, was killed. Some of the Penn- 
sylvania and New York troops behaved very bad- 
ly. Many officers were killed ia attempting to 
rallv the men. Heinl zelman ordered up a port i n 
of Kearney's and Hooker's divisions. 

The former charged the rebels with the bayo- 
net, driving them like sheep, regaining all 
the lost ground except half a mile, when the 
ni rht clueed operations. 

Sumnere'a two divisions, composed of Sedge- 
w'ek's and Richardson's, crossed the Cbickabomi- 
ny at 3 o'clock Saturdrv evening, taking a posi- 
tion on Helntzelman's right, but they encounter- 
ed Longatreet's, Rains', and Huger's Divisions, 
composed of the flower of the rebel army. 

The fighting was desperate, everv inch being 
h otly contested The enemy stood fire, hut in 
every instance II sd before the bayonets. These 
two divisions did ntbly, driving the rebel at every 
point. 

Nashville, June 2. 
There waa a large Union meeting at Columbia 
to-day. Some fifteen hundred persons were pres- 
ent, and the deepest interest was manifested. 

Ex-Unvernor Neil Brown, addreseing Ihi meet- 
ing, said that, in bis judgment, ihe rebellion waa 
played out, and that Tennessee ought to be all 
for the Union. Tennessee was lost forever to the 
Confederacy. Common sense should loach them 
that it was folly to contend against the F'cdsral 
Uovernment, and that tbe longer tbe war was 
kept up, the worse it would be for the South. 

Uoveroor Brown bas been a promineut rebel, 
and a member of the Confederate Mili'ary Board 
of this State. 

Uovarcor Johnson follo wed in a very powerful 
speech of two honrs. He declared that the tflicee 
of tbe Uoverament should not be given to trai- 
tors, but to the friends of tbe Union. 
The i beech was loudlv applauded. 
The l oion feeling is increasing, and our people 
are growing more confident.

War Hulletin. — The department of Virginia is 
oxtended lo include that part of Virginia south 
of the K ippabannock and easlof the railroad from 
Fralericksburg to Richmond, Petersburg, and 
Welclen.

LAWS OF THE UNITED 8 FATES, 
Patted at the Second Setsion of the Thirty-tevmth 
Congreu. 

[Poblw — So. 6G 1 
AX ACT to provide for the public instruction of 
jouthin primary schools throughout tha county 
of W*«hingt»n, iu the District of Columbia, 
wilhoul the limits of ihi cities of Washington 
and (ieornetown. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and Houte of Reprt- 
tenia (> vet of the United Statet of America m 
Congrett auembUd, That tho X.svy Court of the 
countv of Washington, in the Dist. ict of Colum- 
bia, at their first meeting after the MMM of th.s 
act ehall appoint seven intelligent inhabitants of 
the said county, who shall reside without the 
limits of the ci i«3 of Washington and George- 
town, two of whom shall be residents of that por- 
tion of said county lying and being west cf Rock 
Creek, three between Hock Creek and the Eastern 
Branch, and two oast and south of the Eistern 
Branch, to be Commissioners of Primary Schools 
for said county, which said GomuiUsiouers shall 
hold their offices until the second Monday in May, 
in the year one thousand eight hnodred and six- 
ty-three, and until others are arp inted in their 
places; and in case any of the said commissioners 
thus appointed or to be appointed as aforesaid 
shall refuse to serve, or die, or remove from the 
county, or become incapable of serving, lb« va- 
cancy or vacancies shall be tilled by the Levy 
Court as toon as practicable. 

BeC. 2. And be tt further enacted. That each 
of the said commUsionere, before he enters upon 
tha execution of bis office, and within fifteen days 
after notification of his appointment by the said 
Levy Court, shall take and subscribe an oath be- 
fore tome Justice of the Peace of the said county, 

in the form following, that is to say: "I, , 

do solemnly and sincerely promise and swear (pt 
affirm, as the case may be), that I will in all 
things to tha best of my kuowltdge and ability, 
well and truly execuie the trust rep >sed In me as 
commissioner of primary schools tor ihs county, 
without favor or partiality;" acd everv Justice of 
the Peace before whom sucd oath shall bo taken, 
shall, without fee or reward, certify the fame in 
writing, aid, within oinlu days thereafter, trans- 
mit or deliver said certificate to th Clerk of the 
Levy Court for record. 

Sec. 9. And be it further enacted, That it shall 
be the duty of the ojramiasion»rs of primary 
schools, or a majority of tbem, to divide the coun- 
ty into seven suitable and convenient school dis- 
tricts, two of which shall be located west cf Rock 
Creek, three between I: tit Creek and the East- 
ern Branch, and two east ard south of the East- 
ern Branab, and to alter and regulate the same as 
hereinafter provided. Aud It t b all be the further 
duty of the commissioners of pri nary schools 
aforesaid, ImmedUtely after the formation or al- 
teration of any euoh school districts in said coun- 
ty, to describe and number the same, and deliver 
the description and number theroof, in writing, 
to the Clerk of the Levy Court, who is haroby 
required to receive acd record the same in the re- 
cords of that court without fee or rewire!: And 
provided. That in laying off said school district*, 
or in altering the same, no tracts, er parts of 
tracts, cf land lying coutignous and forming one 
farm, shall be divided so that portions of the same 
property t hall be included in two separate dis- 
tricts. 

Sec 4. And be i'. further enacted, That the said 
commissioners may alter and change the school 
districts with a view to their better arrangement 
and the more general convenience cf the people: 
Provided, however, That, unless the trustees of the 
dist.rc.g so to be altered or changed shall assont 
thereto, no such alteration or change shall be 
made. • 

Sec. 6. And be it further enacted, That it shall 
be the duty of the county collector to notify the 
differont officers to be appointed, in virtue of the 
provisions of this act, of their appointments within 
ten days ufter bis having received notice of such 
sppolntmants from the appointing power, whose 
dutv it shall be to give such notice to the county 
collector aforesaid. 

Sec. 6. And be it further enacted, That the said 
commissioners shall hold two stated meetings in 
each year, which meetings shall be held at such 
place and at such times as shall bo determined on 
by said commissioners, and of which they shall 
irtve public notice in each of said school districts, 
and such other meetings as circumstances may 
from time to time require; but if less than three 
membbra attend any meeting no business shall be 
transacted thereat, except that of adjourning to 
some time and place to bo agreed on by the com- 
missioners piesent, acd at all meetings of said 
commissioners the treasurer of the school fund of 
the connty hereinafter to be appointed shall at- 
tend and lay bsfore them his books and accounts 
for their inspection and examination. 

Sec. 7. And be it further enacted, That tha said 
commissioners shall oause to be kept a regular 
record of all their acts and proceedings in a book 
to be kept for that purpose, and said record, or a 
copy thereof, certified to be correct under the 
hands and seals of a majority of said board of 
commissioner?, shall be considered ovidtmce of 
their acts and pn cstdings in all judicial proceed- 
ings And the board of commissioners aforesaid 
shall have power to appoint a clerk, prescribe bis 
duties, and pay him a salary, an I also to allow 
the treasurer of the school fund, hereinafter to be 
appointed, an annual compensation for his ser- 
vices out of the general school fund, hereinafter 
to be provided: Provided, That neither the said 
clerk nor treasurer snail be paid more than one 
hundred dollars per annum. 

Sac 8. And he it further enacted, That on the 
second Monday in May, in the year eighteen hun- 
dred and sixty-three, and annually thereafter, 
the said Levy Court shall appoict one of said board 
of commissioners from each primary school die- 
trie'; and tbe said comuiisuonera appointed as 
aforesaid shall, each actiog in his respective dis- 
trict, examine all persons who shall offer them- 
selves as candidates for teaching in bccu district; 
and in such examination it shall be the duty of 
the commissioners aforesaid to enquire If and, so 
far as he shall be enabled thereto, to ascer- 
tain and inform himself as to all the q salifications 
mentioned and contained in the certificate heroin- 
after specified ai.d given in form; and if be shall 
be satisfied as to the sufficiency of scch qualifica- 
tions he shall certify in writing, nnder his hand, 
and deliver such certificate lo tbe person so ex- 
amined by him as aforesaid in form and sutntar.ee 
following: "I, the undersigned, resident com- 
missioner of primary schools of district No. — — , 

do certify that I have examined , and do 

believe he (or she, as the case may be,) is of good 
moral character, and of sufficient learning and 
ability, and in ci! other respects well qualified to 
teach a primary school. Uiven under my hand 

the — day of , in the year of our Lord one 

thousand eight hundred and . 

commissioner of primary school district No — ." 
And dismiss any intemperate, cruel, negligent, 
or immoral teachers, and cause to be put up in 
every school- house such general system of rules 
and regulatioLS as may he adopted b , the board 
of commissioners, which board shall also direct 
what bocks shall be used, and what branches 
shall be taught; and tha resident commissioners 
aforesaid shall visit the schools in each of their 
respective districts at least twice a year, exeiciss 
a general supervision, and endeavor to promote a 
full, equal, and useful instruction to tho youth of 
asjd Bounty. 

Bee. 9. And be it further enacted, That whon- 
over any school district shall be formed by the 
commissioners of primary schools as aforesaid it 
shall be tbe duty of the said commissioners, with- 
in twenty days thereaf.or, to make a notice in 
writing describing tha metes and bounds of such 
district, and appoint a time and place for tbe first 
district meeting, and notify tbe taxable white in- 
habitants residing in such district as aforesaid, by 
public advertisements to be put up at tbe most 
public places of the said district, at least six days 
before tho time of such meeting; and in case such 
notice shall not be given as aforesaid, or the in- 
habitants of such district when so notified shall 
neglect or refuse to assomble or form a district

dence cf such piymenf, which monoye, so to bo 
received by tho trustees as aforesaid, shall be ap- 
plied and expended by them, after the apportion- 
ment for the first year, in paying tho salaries of 
the teachers to ba employed by them, and for no 
other purp ee: Provided, That r.o moneys appor 
fioned, as aforesaid, except the apportionment 
made for the first year, shall be paid by the com- 
missioners aforesaid, until tho white taxable in- 
habitants, and tho trustees of tho district to 
which such moneys shall bo apportioned, as 
aforesaid, shall have substantially com- 
plied with the provisions of this act: And pro- 
vided further, That it shall not be lawful f r tho 
commissiooeis afonsald to draw any money from 
the hands of the treasurer of the school fund 
aforesaid, after paying the salaries of the clerk of 
the commissioners and tbe treasurer of the school 
fund aroresald, except by draft, in favor of tha 
trustees of tbe school district to which such mon- 
eys shall be apportioned as aforesaid; and all 
m n«ys which shall be apportioned by the com- 
missioners as aforesaid, and which shall remain 
unpaid for tha space of two years theroafte-, 
either from the omission or neglect of Iho trus- 
tees of the primary school district entitled to re- 
ceive tho same, to apply thorefbr and to make 
tbe necessary certificates to entitle them to tha 
same, or from any defect in such certificates, said 
moneys shall, after the expiration of said term, 
be added to the moneys next thereafier to be ap- 
portioned by said commissioners, and thill be ap- 
portioned and paid together with such moneys as 
aforesaid. 

Sec. 17. And be it further enacted, That tha 
trustees ot each school district shall hold their of- 
fice till their successors shall be elected and quel 
ified, and in case of vacancy such vacancy shall 
be filled by the remaining ttusteos within one 
month; and in case the said trustees shall fall to 
fill such vacancy within that time, then It .hall 
be the duty of tho commissioners of primary 
schools as soon as may be thereafter. 

Sec. 18. And be it further enacted, That if 
any trustee of any primary school district shall 
make a false certificate or report, by means 
whereof any moneys shall he fraudulently ob- 
tained from the commissioners aforesaid, such 
trustee signing such certificate or report shall 
forfeit and pay double the amount so fraudulent- 
ly obtained to the cotnum. ionera of primary 
schools, to be recovered, with costs of suit, by 
action of debt boforo any court of justice, or any 
justice of tho peace having cognizance thereof, In 
tha name of said commissioners; and such sum, 
exclusive of the cost of suit, shall be applied, 
when recovered, lo the usa of the primary school 
in such district. 

Sec. 19. And be it further enacted, That the 
said trustees shall keep an account of their pro- 
ceedings in a book kept for that purpose, and snail 
also keep an account against the district collector 
for the sums authorized to be collected, and for 
other snms paid into his hands, and shall give him 
credit for the sums legally paid by him, also for 
his legal commissions, and for such taxes as can- 
not be collected by legal steps and proper dili- 
gence; and that said collector shall bavs the keep- 
ing of all moneys collected by him, and other 
sums paid into bis bands, snl jsct to tbe written 
order of a majority of ths trustees, drawn in favor 
of sncb persons having claims against said school 
district, and he shall report to the trustees when- 
ever required the amount of funds in bis hands 
and a full statement of his accounts. 

Sec. 20. And be it further enacted, That the 
trustees of any primary school dis rict in said 
county shall be and they are hereby authorized, 
in thuir discretion, to require from any child at- 
tending school the payment of any sum of monoy 
not exoeeding ono dollar a month, to be applied 
to the payment of the expenses of said district 
school; and in the exorcise of this power the trus- 
tees aforesaid may, from time to time, discontinue 
the payment thereof altogether, or may graduate 
tbe payments according to the ability of the chil- 
dren and the exigencies of the school. 

Sec. 21. And be it further enacted. That it shall 
be the duty of the trustees of each school district, 
whenever a district meeting shall have voted a 
district tax, as soon as may be, to make a rata 
bill or tax list, which shall raise the sum voted 
for, in due proportion on all tbe taxable property 
In such district agreeably to tho assessment of 
the last prec<d:ng county tax, and to annex to 
such tax 1st or rate bill a warrant, and to deliver 
tbe same to the collector of such district, which 
warrant shall be substantially as follows:

And if the sum or sums payable by anv person 
named in such tax list or rats bill shall not be 
paid by him or collected by virtue of said war- 
rant within tbe time therein limited, it shall bo 
lawful for tho trustees aforesaid to renew such 
warrant in respect to Buch delinquent p rson or 
persons. 

See. 22. And be it further enacted, That it shall 
be the duly of tbo trustees of each district to 
make a report to the commissioners of primary 
schools on or belora Iho thirty- first day of Decam- 
bsr in each year, in which report shall be stated 
the sums received from different sources, tbo 
amount expended, and in what manner, tho num- 
ber of children taught in said school, and the 
whole number of whita children in said district 
between the ages of fivo and sixteen years. 

Sec. 23. And be it further enacted, That the 
collector of each school district shall give bond 
with security, to tho satisfaction of tho trustees, 
for the faithful discharge of thedutias of his of- 
fice, and shall have tbe same power and authori- 
ty, and have the same fee for collocting, and be 
sutject to tbe same rules, regulations, acd du- 
ties with respect to tbe collection of the district 
tax as by law appertain to the office of collector 
of tbe oounty tax; and tho Baid county collector 
may bo eligible as the school district collector.

That in case 
the trustees of any school district should not be 
able to purchase or lease a suitable site for the 
are c ion of their scbod-house, tbey shall have 
power to value and assess a convenient lot, with 
tho improvements thereon, if any, not exoeeding 
one acre of land for that purpose, and tbe decision 
of the said trustees, as to the worth of the said 
land and improvements, if any, shall be final and 
conclusive, unless an appeal shall be prosecuted 
as hereinafter proviJed, and the amount of dam- 
age for tbe land and improvements, if any, so 
valued and assossed as aforesaid, being paid or 
offered to be paid to tho person or persons entitled 
to receive the same, of which payment or offer to 
pay u certificate, signed by a majority of the said 
trustees and recorded among the land records of

Sec. 27. And be it further enacted, That the 
said trustees or the said jurv, as the case may bo, 
immediately afeor they shall have completed their 
valuation and assessment or inquisition, as afore- 
said, and dono all things required of them, or 
either of them, as tbe case may be, nnder the 
provisions of this act, shall make nut a fair state- 
ment of thoir proceedings. Betting forth in tbe 
same a full ar.d distinct description of the land or 
real estate and improvements, if any thereon, as 
valued by tbem or either of them, as the case 
may be, and all matters and things connected 
with tbe said valuation and assessment, and the 
performance of the duti'S riqoJred of them by 
this act, and to the Baid copy, feirly to bo writ- 
ten out as aforesaid, they shall subscribe their 
names and thereunto affix tbeir seals, ard they 
Bhall deposit tbe same in the office of the clerk of 
the circuit court of tbe District of Columbia, and it 
shall bo the duly of the said clerk to preserve a 
record of the said proceedings without feo or re- 
ward; and a copy of such record, certified by the 
said clerk nnder the seal of tha said court, shall 
. e evidence of all mat'.ers therein stated, in the 
samo manner as certified copies of other records 
are evidence. 

Sec. 28. And be it further enacted. That in the 
event of an sppoal and the inquisition of a jury, 
as provided by this act, tbe amount of damages 
for tbe land or roal estate and improvements so 
valued and assessed as aforesaid, be:r.£ paid or 
offeted to be paid as aforesaid, the said trustees, 
in tbeir orporate character as aforesaid, Bhall 
thenceforward forever thereafter bo considered the 
lawful owner of the said land acd improvements 
as aforesaid, and all right, title, intores', and es- 
tate therein, at law or in equity, shall bo vested 
in tho said trust oos ft r tbe purpose aforesaid: 
Provided That it shall not be lawful to locate 
the said site in tho orchard nor garden, nor with- 
in three hundred yards of any dwelling cf any 
person or persons whatever, without the assent 
of the proprietor of such orchurd, garden, cr dwel- 
ling, as the case may bs. 

Sec. 29. And be it further enacted. That if any 
treasurer or collector, having any school funds iu 
his bands, or neglecting or refusing to obtain 
such funds as by law authorized and directed, 
shall refu',0 to pay for two weeks any order of the 
said commissioners or trustees, or a majority of 
eithor, drawn in conformity to the requisitions of 
this act, such treasurer or collector shall be liable 
on proof thereof before any court of justice or 
justice of the peace having cognizance, and with- 
out slay of execution, to pay tbe full amount of 
said order aud interest thereon, at tho rate of 
twenty per contum per annum, from tbe first re 
to .tl until the day of payment, by way of 
damages. 

Sec. 80. And be it further enacted, That if any 
collector, appointed or acting under the provi- 
sions of this act, shall in any case collect more 
than is due, tbe person aggrieved shall have his 
remedy against such collector by suit or warrant, 
and if he recover he shall have judgmeut for dou- 
ble the amount improperly and unjustly extorted 
from Dim, and coats. 

Sec. 31. .lncf. be it farther enacted, That tbe 
Levy Court of Washington county shall exercise 
a general supervision over the procesdings of 
said commissioners, may examino their books and 
papers, and shall prosecute for any delinquencies 
or violations of their duty; and the said commis- 
sioners shall exercise the same power over the 
proceedings, books, and papers of lbs trustees iu 
tbe several school districts, and shall prosecute 
for all violations of this act by tbem committed. 

Sec. 32. And be it further enacted, That tbe 
trustees of the several school districts Bhall have 
the power cf exercising discipline in thoir several 
schools by the expulsion of the refractory pupil, 
or such other punishment as mav bs necessary to 
correct tbe evil, and carry out tho groat ends of 
education, moral and intellectual; and they may 
permit any of the said school-houses to be used 
for public worship. 

Sec. 33. And be it further enacted. That any 
white resident of said county shall be privileged 
to place his or her child cr ward at any one of the 
schools in said county she or he may think proper 
tc select. 

Soc. 34 And be it further enacted. That it shall 
not be lawful for a member of tho Levy Court of 
said county to be a commissioner cf primary 
schools or trustee of any of the school districts, 
nor for any person to be at tbe same time com 
missioner and trustee as aforesaid. 

Sec. 35. And be it further enacted, That the 
said Levy Court may, in its discretion, and if it 
shall be deemed by said court best for tbe inter- 
est acd welfare of tbe colored people residing in 
said county, levy an annnal tax of one-eigbih 
< f ono per cent, on all the taxable property in said 
county outside the limits of the cities of Wash- 
ington and Georgetown, owned by persons of 
color, for tbe purpose of initiating a system of 
education of colored children in said connty, 
which tax shall be collected in the same manner 
as tbe tax named in section thirteen of this act. 
And it shall bathe duty of tba trustees elected 
under section nine to provide suitable and con- 
venient rooms for holding schools for colored 
childrer, to employ teachers therefor, and to ap- 
propriate the proceeds of said tax to tbe payment 
of teachers' wages, rent of school rooms, fuel, 
and other necessary expenses pertaining to said 
schools, to exercise a general supervision over 
them, to establish proper di-c p ino. and to endea- 
vor to promote a full, equal, and useful instruc- 
tion cf the colored children in said county. It 
shall be lawful for such trustees to impose a tax 
of not more than lifiy cents per month on the pa- 
rent or guardian of esch child attending such 
Bcboois, to b. applied to the payment of the ex- 
penses of the school cf which Baid child shall be 
an attendant, and in tbe exercise of this power 
tbe trustees may, from time to time, discontin- 
ue tbe payment altogether, or may graduate the 
tax according to the ability of the child and the 
wants of the school. And said trnstees are au- 
thorized to receive any donations or contributions 
that may be made for the benefit of said schools 
bv persons disposed to aid in the elevation of tbe 
colored population in the District of Columbia, 
and to apply the same in such manner as in their 
opinion shall be best calculated to effect the object 
of the donors, said trustees being required to ac- 
ciunt for all funds received by them, and to re- 
port to the commissioners, in accordance with the 
provisions of section twenty- two of this fict. 

Sec. 36 And be it further enacted, That this 
act be and the Bamo is hereby declared public and 
remedial, and shall be construed by all courts of 
justice according to the equity thereof; and no 
proceedings of tbe inhabitants or of the trustees of 
anv school district, or cf the commissioners of 
primary schools, or cf any other officer created 
under the provisions of this act, shall bo set aside 
or adjudged to be void for defect of form or for 
any irregularity therein so as the requisi- 
tions of the said act are substantially complied

Advices from Arkanais say one rebel gunboat 
and several steamers are reported at Little R. ck. 

The gunboat shelled rebel camps, under the im- 
prexeion they were occupied by Federals, wound- 
ing several rebels, and scattering the whole gar- 
rison. 

The Union troopi bad driven the rbbols fifteen 
miles beyond Little Red river, ar.d General Cur- 
tis's cavalry have Bcattered the enomy in front 
and fUnk, killing eighteen or twenty of them 

Report says the mouth of the Arkansas river is 
blockaded bv Federal vessels. 

Captain Frisbee, commanding a detachment of 
the 37th Illinois infantrv and 1st Missouri cav- 
alry , captured on the 29: h, near Neosho, Mo, 
two Colonels, ono Lieutenant, twenty jiyhswk- 
ers, a rumber of guns and revolvers, fifteen 
horse9, and a largo Irain of forage and provisions. 

Mobile papers of the 2Gtb, fouodin a rebel camp 
at Corinth, contain despatches from Charleston, 
stating that the Federal fleet had Just passed two 
batteries on the Stono river, and wero within 8 
miles of the city where groat excitement existel. 
[Special to the Chicago Tribune.] 
Corinth, May 31, via Cairo, June 1. 

Yesterday morning cur reserve divisions wero 
brought up and our entire front moved forward, 
the men h iviog two days' rations in 1 heir haver- 
sacks. During the day we kept up a tremendous 
cannonading, shelling tbe weoods furiously. The 
robots hardly showed themselves, but replied 
feebly with a few shots. L»3t night we threw up 
breastwoiks along tbe entire front, and slept on 
our arms within 1,000 yards of the enemy's 
breastworks. At Bix o'clock this morning Gen. 
Pope entered Corinth without the slightest oppo- 
sition, and took possession. At the same time tho 
Mayor, who bad come up on a different road, met 
General Nelson and surrendered the town to him. 
There were no inhabitants remaining e xcept the 
women, children, and old men. Tbe rebels snc- 
ceteled in carrying away absolutely everythiug 
except a few provisions, which, with the ware- 
house, were burned before we arrived. They 
took every invalid from the hospital ard every 
letter from tbo po9tcffic3. They did not leave a 
single gun, and bad been moving away troops 
morn than six days, and stores mote than two 
weeks. Tbe most of the trtx pi have gone 
towards Grand Junction. 

The rebel rear guard undor Gen Bragg, 10,000 
strong, marched southward at midnignt. Citizens 
assert positively that Beauregard was there in 
poraon, and left with the arm ■ All concur that 
there were never more than 60,000 troops there 
at once, and usually much less. 

The rebil fortifica'i on.s were five miles long, 
and extended from the Memphis and Charleston 
to tha Mobile and Uhiu railroads, but they were 
much weaker than wo supposer<; they could have 
been carried by Sturm any time. 

The few prisoners we hsvo are deserters from 
the rebel rear guard. There i. great mortification 
in our army. 

I have those details from one who was there in 
person. 

Washington, June 1. 
During the whole of the battle of this morn- 
ing, Professor Lowe in his balloon was over- 
Uoking the scone at an altitude of 2,000 feet. 
Telegraphic communication from the balloon lo 
i . n McClellan in direct communication with tbe 
military was successfully maintained, Mr. Paik 
Spring, of Philadelphia, acting as cpera'or. 
Every movement cf the enemy was obvi< ns, and 
instantly reported. This is believed to bs the 
6rst time balloon raconncissauce has been suc- 
cessfully made during a battle, and certainly the 
first time the telegraph station has been estab- 
lished in the air to report the movements of an 
enemy and the progre s of a battle. Tbe advan- 
tage to Gen. McClellan mu t have been immenso. 

New York, June 2. 

The Times' Washington correspondeccs says 
Gen. McClellan'e despatch touching the conflict 
of Saturday before Richmond was made public 
this morning and created immense excitement iu 
the city. It is everywhere the subject of anima- 
ted discussion, and has givon rise to a thousand 
rumors, each of which has its earnest adrocate. 
One storv is that tho gunboat9 hive forced their 
way to Richmond and co nmand the city while 
our troops are rapidly onterinp; another is that 
we have possession of the first lino of the eremy'e 
works and are vigorously shelling the city, but at 
this writing nothing is really known beyond the 
official despatch. The general impression is that 
Richmond has not yet. fallen or not in cur posses- 
sion, but our position is strong and satisfactory, 
and that onr fl ig will in a f«w hours wave over 
the doomed city. 

[Special to the N. V. Tribune.] 

The rebels showed themselves on the Potomac 
opposite Maryland heights last week, tut were 
soon scattered by a few discharges from the nit e- 
inch Dahlgrens, manosd by sailors, which were 
planted on the heights. They were not prepared 
to find the gunboats up there. 

The question whether to exclude newspaper 
correspondents from tbe Hoes of onr armies in the 
field is now being seriously discussed in W9r coun- 
cils here. 

Lieut. Frank C. Davi<, of Averill's 3d Penn- 
sylvania cavalry, was despatched on Sunday last 
with a small squad to open communication be- 
twoen the land force and the gunboats opposite 
City Point on tho James river, and he cccom- 
plished his errand in a style so handsome and 
surmounted such difficulties in doing it that he 
has been thanked by the commanding General in 
a public ordor. The Lieutenant reports the Ga- 
lena very much cut up by the ensmy's shot. The 
battery she was engaged with mounted 30 large 
guns. A lot of shot are still sticking in her be- 
low the water line. 

Baltimore, June 2. 
Mrs. Greenhow, her daugl ter, Mrs. Baxley, 
and Mrs. Morris, four female traitors, who have 
boon imprisoned in Washington for some time, 
were released and sent to Baltimore last evening 
under gnard, and left for Old Point to be sent 
South. The officer having charge of these women 
took tbem to the Gilmoro House, where they were 
permitted to hold a regular levee, and to-day they 
receivod quite an ovatioi from t he secession wo- 
men of Baltimore, much to the disgust of our 
Union people.
